REMC, PSI Exchange Facilities 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — An exchange of properties 
and facilities involving 1,155 customers in Clark and 
Jefferson Counties was approved for Public Service 
Indiana and Clark County Rural Electric Membership 
Cooperative Wednesday by the Indiana Public Service 
Commission. 
The deal calls for the REMC to pay $27,537 difference 
to PSI. For 602 customers being transferred to PSI, 307 
will pay lower rates and 295 higher rates. For 553 
customers going to the REMC from PSI, 194 will pay 
lower rates and 359 higher. 


PSI Readies For Hot Summer 


PLAINFIELD, Ind. (UPI) — Public Service Indiana 
said Wednesday it expects a summertime peak demand 
of three million kilowatts in August. However, PSI, the 
state’s largest electric utility, said its capacity should 
more than handle the customer demand for electricity. 
The utility said PSI and the three other companies 
which comprise the Kentucky-Indiana Power Pool have 
a combined capacity of more than 8.5 million kilowatts, 
and the peak demand on all four should be just under 6.8 
million. 


Cleveland Hit By Flash Flood 


Floodw ater sloshed six feet deep in portions of 
Cleveland Wednesday in the wake of torrential spring 
rains. But there was no sentience of spring in the 
Rockies, where a howling blizzard closed highways, 
stranded travelers and threatened livestock. 
Flash flooding hit Cleveland’s East Side. It stalled 
motorists, prompted some residents to leave their 
homes and submerged streets under three to six feet of 
water. 
The water poured through open windows of abandoned 
cars, and some autos floated throgh flooded freeway 
underpasses in Cleveland’s suburban Euclid. 
No injuries were attributed to the flooding, which 
knocked out about 800 telephones in the Cleveland area.

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USEFULNESS OF BASES 
Before the M ayaguez incident the governm ent of 
Thailand already had initiated discussion of the future of 
United States air bases in that country, and experience 
during the incident points to the wisdom from the U.S. 
viewpoint of a general re-exam ination of the status of 
foreign bases. 


At crucial tim es in the Mayaguez rescue operation Thai 
officials were making angry and fearful protests against 
use of Thai bases by aircraft and men participating in the 
operation. A fterward the U.S. sent an official note of 
regret for ‘ unauthorized ” use of the bases. 


The current Thai attitude tow ard the bases had been 
developing over the past year or two as non-Communist 
positions in Cambodia and South Vietnam deteriorated. It 
cam e to a head when those positions collapsed, and Thai 
officials concluded it was tim e to mend their relatiohs 
with the Communist regim es of Indochina. 


Hence the Thai governm ent objected strenuously to use 
of Thai bases as a springboard for attack against the 
Cambodian forces that had seized the Mayaguez. 


T hat’s understandable from the Thai point of view. But 
from the U.S. point of view such use is one of the things for 
which bases exist. How much good are foreign bases if 
they can’t be used in a moment of crisis? 


The question arises about other bases also. During the 
1973 A rab-Israel w ar NATO allies in Europe, with the sole 
exception of Portugal, forbade use of U.S. bases in their 
territories for airlift of m ilitary supplies to Israel. Now 
Portugal has a left-leaning governm ent and the future of 
the U.S. base in the Azores Islands, owned by Portugal, is 
questionable. 


Despite som e retrenchm ent the U.S. still has an ex­ 
tensive, far-flung system of foreign m ilitary bases, 
supposedly to assure readiness to cope with em ergencies 
anywhere in the world. But that assurance seem s illusory 
if when an em ergency arises protocol experts m ust sift 
through files of treaty fine print and the most recent ut­ 
terances of foreign officials to decide what can or can ’t be 
done at his or that base. 


It may well be asked whether there are too many 
foreign bases, and whether too much confidence is placed 
in them in the course of m ilitary planning. Almost cer­ 
tainly some of the bases are vital. But do som e others 
divert and dilute A m erican strength rather than adding to 
it?

Upset that Kentucky might 
lose $10 million in tax revenues, 
Carroll has w ritten Sen. Walter 
Huddleston, D-Ky., about the 
sale. 
In 
a 
May 
15 
letter 
to 
Huddleston released Tuesday, 
Carroll asked Huddleston 
to 
“support any steps which will 
help safeguard the tax revenue 
MW' derived from Peabody by 
tnev Commonwealth.” 
The Tennessee Valley Au­ 
thority is an independent public 
power cooperative, created by 
Congress, and needs approval 
by Congress for the acquisition. 
Carroll, in his letter, said the 
state Revenue Departm ent ad­ 
vised him 
the loss 
of 
tax 
revenues could be offset 
if 
federal tax laws were altered 


relating to “paym ents in lieu ot 
property 
tax 
broadened 
to 
include severance, sales, in­ 
come and license taxes now 
paid to the state by the St. 
Louis-based coal company. 
Peabody operates 12 mines in 
Kentucky, with a payroll in 
excess of $56 million The firm 
mines coal in a dozen states 
from 50 mines. 
Last May 6 the U S Senate’s 
Public Works Committee held 
hearings on the possible sale of 
the coal company to the TVA. 
The Federal Trade Commission 
has ordered Kennecott Copper 
Corp. 
to 
divest 
itself 
of 
Peabody, 
a 
wholly 
owned 
subsidiary. 


Kennecott has also petitioned 
the FTC to sell Peabody to the 
Cities Service Oil Co. or the 
ICM-Carbon International Corp. 
D uring the congressional 
hearings, both Kentucky sena­

expressed 
reservations 


about the sale of the coal 
company to TVA, but did not 
firmly oppose the transaction.

While such num bers sound 
astronom ical, they really a re n ’t 
in term s of fry survival to adult 
fish. 
Generally accepted 
fry 
stocking rates vary from 3,000 to 
5,000 per acre when walleye are 
to be s u p e rim p o s e d on an 
e s ta b lis h e d fish population 
Lesser num bers of fingerling 
fish are required, but they’re 
e x tre m e ly d ifficult to ra is e 
beyond the fry stage because of 
heavy cannabalism .

Flea Beetles on Corn 
Entomologists are predicting 
a heavier than normal 
flea 
beetle infestation on corn plants 
this spring. 


At least two species of the flea 
beetle can transmit bacterium 
causing Stewart’s Disease. The 
extent 
of 
Stewart’s 
Disease 
depends on the flea beetle ac­ 
tivity, 
especially 
on 
corn 
seedlings 
from 
susceptible 
inbreads and hybrids. 


When 
checking 
your 
corn 
fields at least bi-weekly and flea 
beetles are a problem apply 
Sevin (carbaryl) as registered 
for flea beetle control. 


Cutworms 
Several species of cutworms 
may be found in Hush County 
corn fields. Of particular con­ 
cern to corn growers are those 
that reduce stands by cutting off 
small 
corn 
plants 
early 
in 
the season. Some plants may 
attacked near the soil surface 
while others are cut off an inch 
or 
m ore 
underground. 
Sometimes the earliest feeding 
damage can be found as tiny 
irregular shaped holes on corn 
seedling leaves. Early detection 
of cutworm infestation is im­ 
portant. 
Fields 
should 
be 
examined every three to five 


days, as soon as seedling leaves 
appear. 
Cutworms are usually found 
near the corn seedlings. They 
feed at night and hide under 
clods in loose soil near damaged 
plants during the day. 
A few chemicals labeled for 
cutworm control are Sevin 
(c a rb a ry l), 
Dylox, 
and 
toxaphene. 
Some 
of 
these 
chemicals are sold also as baits 
for the control of cutworms. 
If you would have either flea 
beetle or cutworm infestations, 
the chemical Sevin (carbaryl) 
will control both insects and is 
labeled as such 
Phytaphthora Hoot Rot 
Those 
soybeans 
will 
be 
emerging in a few days, so keep 
your eyes open when inspecting 
those 
soybean 
fields. 
Phytophthoria root rot fungus 
causes pre-em ergency d a m ­ 
ping-off of germinating seed, 
post emergence killing of the 
seedling, or a more gradual 
killing or reduction of plant 
vigor throughout the season. 
Young plants are extremely 
susceptible to phytophthoria 
root rot. 
This disease is common in 
low, poorly drained areas and 
will appear on upland soil in wet 
seasons. D rainage is m ore 
severe on heavy clay soils

Foil Can 
Improve 


Garden 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind.— 
Have a shady spot in your 
vegetable garden plot? 
Then 
consider 
using 
aluminum foil as a mulch to 
improve 
the 
light 
intensity, 
suggests John A. Wott, Purdue 
U niversity extension 
home 
environment horticulturist. 
Strips of ordinary kitchen foil 
can be used to do this, he adds. 
Lay them along each side of the 
plant row and cover the edges 
with soil to keep them in place. 
Alumnium foil can also be 
used in open areas to keep soil 
cool for plants such as lettuce, 
Wott says. The foil acts as in­ 
sulation, keeping soil te m ­ 
peratures up to 
IO degrees 
cooler during the hottest days of 
summer. 
The foil can also be an ef­ 
fective control against aphids. 
Aphids colonies dislike the 
reflected light under leaf sur­ 
faces where they breed. 
So as you toil with the soil, 
remember foil.

Could Reflect Lower Prices 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI) 
Prospects for pushing the 1975 
corn crop to a record six billion 
bushels have brightened during 
the past week, an Agriculture 
Department analyst said today. 


In a companion development, 
a USDA report on wheat said 
production of that crop could 
also hit a new record with 
prices sliding “downhill toward 
$3 a bushel at harvest time.” 


The new word on corn could 
foreshadow lower prices for 
that key livestock feed grain. It 
came following a weekly crop 
weather report, which said corn 
planting, lagging earlier be­ 
cause of cool, wet w eather, 
spurted 
ahead 
rapidly 
last 
week. 
“ By May 18, planting was 


two-thirds complete nationwide 
(and is) now ahead of both 1974 
and average,” the report said. 


A department grain econo­ 
mist said the new planting 
report brightens prospects that 
corn production, which fell to 
4.6 billion bushels last year 
because of poor weather, will 
reach 
the 
agency’s 
current 
“projection” for 1975 if weather 
through the rest of the season 
is average or better. 


The “projection,” based on 
planting intention surveys and 
an assumption of good weather, 
points to a crop ranging from 
5.7 to 6.4 billion bushels, enough 
to meet all predicted needs in 
the 1975-76 marketing season 
with a surplus left over to begin 
rebuilding reserves. 


The planting progress report 
came as trade sources were 
reporting that Soviet officials 
were due in the U.S. soon for 
preliminary talks with private 
exporters 
about 
grain 
pur­ 
chases in the coming 1975-76 
season. 
A 
second 
USDA 
report 
Tuesday, 
a 
wheat 
situation 
summary, said most signs now 
point to a record 1975 crop, 
which could reach 2.1 billion 
bushels 
compared 
with 
last 
y e a r ’s 1.8 billion if w eather 
remains favorable. 
Experts 
noted 
that 
farm 
prices, which peaked at $4.85 a 
bushel last October, have since 
fallen by about a fourth. And 
although Agriculture Secretary 
Earl 
L. 
Butz 
has 
publicly 
expressed hope that prices have 


“levelled 
off,” 
Department 
economists said, “Forces seem 
to be building which could push 
prices 
(further) downhill to­ 
ward $3 a bushel at harvest 
time.” 


This would compare with an 
average of $4.04 a bushel for 
the entire 1974-75 season which 
ends June 30.

Hoosier Planting 
Is On Schedule 


WEST 
LAFAYETTE, 
Ind. 
(UFI) — Hoosier farmers made 
major advances in their field 
work last week in the six days 
experts said were suitable for 
outdoor chores. 
Department of 
Agriculture 
statistician Earl L. P ark of 
Purdue University said in his 
weekly 
report 
Monday 
that 
plowing neared completion and 
planting surged ahead and was 
approaching the three-quarter 
mark for corn crops. 
Park said 70 per cent of the 
corn had been seeded, making 
farm ers’ 
work 
a 
full 
week 
ahead of normal and two full 
weeks ahead of last year. By 
area, he said the corn was 65 to | 
70 per cent planted north. 70 to 
85 central, but only 50 to 55 
south. 
About 15 per cent of the corn 
has emerged. 
“Soybean planting jumped to 
20 per cent complete, almost a 
week ahead of average," Park 
reported. “The average amount 
planted is IO per cent while 
only 5 per cent was planted in 
1974. Only a few soybean fields 
are up ” 
Park said by areas, 15 to 20 
per cent of the beans were 
planted north, 20 to 25 central 
and only IO to 15 south. 
Report on the grain crops 
showed wheat to be 15 per cent 
headed, barley 70 per cent, rye 
30 per cent. However, only a 
few oat fields have begun to 


head. 
Park said that harvest was 
under way on Southern Indiana 
hay fields and progress is about 
average. First cutting of alfalfa 
is 5 per cent along while cutting 
of clover has just begun. 
“Only a few tobacco plants 
have as yet been set,” Park 
explained. Tobacco progress is 
behind last year and average. 
A third of the tomato plants 
have been set. 
Pastures continued to 
im­ 
prove and were rated good. 
Topsoil and subsoil moisture 
w ere considered mostly adequa­ 
te.

Under the plan, (’lark said

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Food and Drug Administration 
said today it will ban the sale 
of pet turtles believed responsi­ 
ble for thousands of cases of 
illness in the United States 
every year. 
The agency said FDA Com­ 
missioner 
Alexander 
M. 
Schmidt signed the order late 
Monday after considering 
since mid-March. The order 
bans the sale in interstate 
commerce of the small pet 
turtles of the type widely found 
in dime stores. 
The turtles are carriers of 
salmonella bacteria which can 
cause 
diarrhea, 
stomach 
cramps and similar symptoms 
and which can be particularly 
severe in children. At one time, 
the government estimated pet 
turtles caused about 280,000 
cases of salmonella each year 
in the United States. 
Since 1972 the FDA has been 
running an inspection program 
whereby only turtles certified 
as being salmonella-free are 
supposedly 
being 
sold. 
But 
Consumers Union, the Humane 
Society and other groups have 
contended the inspection pro­ 
gram 
was 
largely 
a 
flop 
because, among other things, 
the turtles can soon become 
reinfected even if they are free 
of the bacteria when sold. 
At one time, about 13 million 
pet turtles were sold every year 
in the United States. Sales have 
fallen off but are still believed 
to be sizable. 
Although 
the 
details 
of 
Schmidt’s actual order were not 
immediately available, the 
draft proposal called for the 
ban to become effective 30 days 
after publication in the Federal 
Register. 
Early this month the Humane 
Society of the United States 
wrote Schmidt a letter urging 


him to act before the hatching 
season occurs in June. The 
group said Schmidt should act 
before 
millions 
more 
new 
turtles are let loose on the 
consuming public. 


The pet turtle industry is 
centered principally in Louisia­ 
na, 
and 
the 
trade 
group 
representing the growers is 
expected to take the FDA to 
court.

never 
had 
a 
fondness 
for 
leeches, so when a friend of 
mine suggested a few years ago 
that I rig one on my hook for 
walleye fishing I agreed mainly 
to get even with the bloodsuck­ 
ers that attached themselves to 
me while I was a youngster 
swimming. 
Secretly, I thought he was 
crazy and that no fish in his 
right 
mind 
was 
going 
to 
swallow anything as ugly as a 
leech. 
Using a sliding sinker, swivel, 
leader and hook combination 
called a Lindy Rig, I hooked 
the small leech through the 
head as he instructed 
We were fishing in northern 
Michigan at the time, 
and 
because it was summer, we 
were looking for walleye in a 
hole about 30 feet deep which 
often produced fish that time of 
the year. 
After rigging the leeches, we 
started to troll them along the 
bottom at a very slow rate of 
speed. My friend suggested if I 
felt a hit I should give the fish 
slack and time to swallow the 
bait. 
It 
wasn’t 
long 
before 
I 
followed his advice. When I 
finally set the hook, I was 
battling a five-pound walleye. 
Before the day was out, we 


ran 
out 
ot 
our 
supply 
of 
leeches, but not before we 
boated an impressive stringer 
of good-sized fish. 
Since 
then, 
I 
have 
used 
leeches many times with the 
same results. The only problem 
is keeping a supply of them on 
hand. 
Live leeches are not always a 
common item stocked by bait 
shops and are especially hard 
to come by in remote areas. If 
live leeches can’t be purchased 
locally, the alternative is to try 
to catch them in a screen trap 
using such bait as raw liver — 
which has a lot of blood —or to 
purchase plastic leeches. 
Many dedicated walleye fish 
ermen believe the leech is the 
ultimate walleye weapon and 
will outfish minnows, worms 
and 
artificial 
lures 
in 
the 
spring, summer and fall. 
Experts 
recommend 
using 
smaller 
leeches, 
about 
two 
inches long Many also believe 
those with a yellow, brown or 
purplish color are the most 
productive walleye catchers. 
Trolling 
leeches 
also 
is 
considered one of the most 
productive methods in using the 
bait, but they should be trolled 
I at a very slow rate of speed 
I along the bottom. 
Walleyes 
will school, 
and 
when one fish is caught, the 
angler should mark the spot

with some type of floating 
marker so he can troll back 
and forth in the area. 
As with any fishing tech­ 
nique, it takes practice for the 
beginner 
to 
determine 
the 
difference between a strike, 
snag or tap from some obstacle 
on the bottom. Often a walleye 
will simply inhale the bait, 
stopping it as it is moving 
along. 
If in doubt, the 
beginner 
should stop his boat and wait 
and see if the suspected fish, 
runs with the bait. He should 
leave his reel spool open so the 
fish can take line when it 
moves off with the bait. 
If it is a walleye, the fish 
needs time to swallow the bait. 
Using a slip sinker rig allows 
the fish to swim off with the 
leech and not feel any pull or 
drag from the sinker. 
It may take some practice 
before the novice learns the 
proper amount of time to allow 
the fish to have the bait before 
setting the hook. 
However, once the beginner 
catches his first walleye on a 
leech, it won’t be his last.

Antigua — Spot 


For Vacationers 


ST. JOHN’S, Antigua (UPI) 
— It’s hardly more than a dot 
on 
most 
world 
maps, 
but 
Antigua 
probably 
offers 
as 
much —if not more —as its 
bigger Caribbean island rivals 
in 
the 
competition 
for 
the 
American vacationer. 
Naturally, the prime a ttra c ­ 
tions are sun, sea and sand. 
Antigua, while only 10-by-14 
miles in size, boasts 365 —one 
for each day in the year — 
white sand beaches and the 
crystal-clear calm waters of the 
Caribbean on its leeward side 
and the surf of the Atlantic on 
the windward side. 
The w eather is pleasantly 
warm and dry. Trade winds 
tem per the heat of the sun 
year-round, 
and 
rainfall 
is 
infrequent and brief. 
There are coral reefs 
for 
sn o rk elers, 
shipw recks 
for 
scuba divers, deep-sea fishing, 
water-skiing and sailing. The 
island boasts one of the finest 
harbors in the West Indies. 
Ashore, there are golf, tennis, 
horseback riding. There’s sight­ 
seeing and duty-free shopping, 
local and im ported entertain­ 
m ent and dancing at night, and 
a casino. 
I visited Antigua with other 
U.S. travel w riters as guests of 
E astern Air Lines in connection 
with the inauguration of non­ 
stop jet service from 
New 
York. EAL and other airlines 
also fly in from Puerto Rico 
and other Caribbean islands. 
The flight from New York by 
Boeing 727 twinjet takes about 
three and a half hours, arriving 
before I p.m ., in plenty of tim e 
for 
sunning 
and 
swimming 
before^undown. 
There a^e about a score of 
top-rated hotels, most of them 
on the beach. Rates have gone 
up 
here 
as 
elsewhere, 
but 
hotels open all year slash rates 
by up to 50 per cent during the 
off-season, usually from April 
to December. 
During 
the 
season, 
rates 
range from about $25 to $60 
daily per person, two in 
room, with two meals. In the 
off-season, daily rates drop to 
about $10 (no m eals) to about 
$35 (two m eals) per person 
double occupancy .There also is 
a IO per cent service charge 
and a four per cent government 
tax. 
Most of 
the resort hotels 
operate on the Modified Ameri 
can Plan (MAP), or two m eals 
daily. Rates are lower when 
m eals are 
not included. 
If 
interested, 
ask your 
travel 
agent about 
EAL’s sum m er 
packages which range from $79 
per 
person 
to $122 
double 
occupancy for eight days, seven 
nights. Air fare, meals, taxes 
and tips are not included. 
Columbus discovered Antigua 
in the Leeward Islands in 1493. 
British colonizers moved in in 
1632 and, except for a brief 
French occupation (1666), the 
island was British until granted 
independence 
in 
association 
with the United Eingdom in 
1967. 
So English 
is 
the official 
language and traffic keeps to 
the left. The vast majority of 
the estim ated 66,000 islanders 
are 
descendants 
of 
African 
slaves brought in to work the 
plantations. Those we met were 
friendly and courteous. 
Sightseeing 
tours 
can 
be 
arranged or you can rent a car 
and go on your own. The roads 
are rough and poorly m arked 
and you have to watch out for 
wandering goats and cattle, but 
traffic is light and you can 
drive from one side of the 
island to the other in about one 
hour. 
Sightseeing 
highlights 
in­ 
clude: 
English 
Harbor 
and 
the 
restored 
Nelson’s 
Dockyard, 
dating back to the 18th century 
and used by Nelson, Rodney 
and »IvK)d as the home base for 
the B ritish navy during the 
Napoleonic, Wars. Stop at the 
A dm iral’s Inn, built of brick 
brought to the W est Indies 200 
years ago as ship ballast, for a 
drink or snack. 
Clarence House, built on .a 
hill overlooking the harbor in 
1786 for Prince William Henry 
who later became King William 
IV. The restored house is now 
the sum m er residence of the 
governor but is open to the 
public when he is not there. 
Princess M argaret and Lord 
Snowdon stayed here on their 
honeymoon. 
Except for the Anglican St. 
John’s Cathedral, dating back 
to the mid-1800s, there is not 
much of real interest in St. 
John’s, the capital and only 
town of any size on the island. 
It is a typical Caribbean port 
city 
with 
narrow 
streets, 
crowded sidewalks and free- 
duty shops.

Food Faddism 
Yearnings such as wanting to 
believe in miracles are a factor 
in all societies. In America, I’m 
afraid food faddism stems from 
just such yearnings. 
It is stimulating, I’m sure, 
to believe that certain foods are 
miracle foods and that through 
them we will have super-health. 
or freedom from ill health. 
It then follows that in the 
world of food cults such foods 
would have to be grown dif­ 
ferently 
from 
most 
com ­ 
mercially available foods in the 
supermarket. A phrase such as 
“organic” is applied to the 
‘different” foods in indicate 
that they were grown in the old­ 
fashioned way—that is, before 
today’s use of pesticides and so­ 
called chemical fertilizers. 
But what facts are there that 
relate to this? In terms of plant 
growing, 
plants 
use 
only 
inorganic, not organic, forms of 
plant food They utilize nitrates, 
potassium, iron and phosphate 
as determined by the plant’s 
heredity. If the soil is deficient 
in certain nutrients you will get 
less crop but the quality of the 
plants you get will not be af­ 
fected. A plant so deficient in its 
own needs would simply wither, 
be obviously stunted, or die - 
and it would never reach the 


market as food. 
Thus, I fail to understand how 
it is that “organic” foods can be 
superior since 
“organic” or 
otherwise, all plants get certain 
nourishm ent from inorganic 
matter. 
Another m a tte r that can 
suffer from 
faddism 
is the 
cu rren t 
popularity 
of 
vegetarianism . I cannot be 
against vegetarianism if people 
know enough nutrition to plan 
their meals properly. “ If done 
carefully and well, a vegetarian 
diet is not harmful,” says Dr. 
Philip White, Director of the 
A m e r i c a n 
M e d i c a l 
A ssociation’s D epartm ent of 
Foods and Nutrition. The two 
main varieties of vegetarians 
a re ; 
I. 
vegetarians, 
eat 
milk, 
eggs, but no

lactovo style,” says Dr. White. 
But in today’s promotion of 
vegetarianism there is a lot of 
food 
faddism

As for the 
“organic” foods, 
specifically, my objection is not 
so much with the foods them­ 
selves, but that they are usually 
sold and consumed under false 
premises of superiority. And
